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THE    FRUIT  SITUATION 


Sugmary 

Prospective  production  of  .spriiag  oranges  in  Florida  declined  fur- 
ther in  February  b^it  was  partially  offset  by  an  incree.se  in  California. 
As  coiapared  v;ith  last  season,  however,  the  supply  of  oraiiges  for  market- 
ing during  the  next  2  or  3  months  is  approximately  one-third  less  than 
in  the  corresponding  period  of  1939?  "but  for  the  summer  months  beginning 
about  June  the  supply,  which  comes  largely  from  the  California  Valencia 
crop,  probably  v/ill  be  as  large  as  that  of  last  summer.    There  is  no 
change  from  a  aonth  ago  in  the  grapefruit  and  lemon  situation.  The 
supply  of  gro.pefruit  for  tho  roroaindor  of  the  current  season  is  sharply 
lov/er  than  a  year  earlier,  whereas  the  supply  of  lemons  is  probably 
o-.bout  the  same. 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  apples  and  pears  as  of  March  1  indicate 
that  the  out-of- storage  movement  in  February  ^ms  about  normal,  despite 
the  sharp  reduction  in  exports  of  these  fruits.    Purchases  by  the  Federal 
Surplus  Commodities  Corporation  tended  to  offset  tho  effect  of  reduced 
exports,  and  market  prj.cos  advanced  seasonally. 

Prospects  for  early  stra\vb3rries  have  improved  considerably  in  re- 
cent v/eeks.    Although  m.-irketirigs  to  date  from  Florida  have  been  very 
small,  shipments  are  expected  to  increase  in  late  March  and  attain  vol- 
ume in  April.    Unless  the  crop  is  retarded  by  unfavorable  weather,  sup- 
plies in  the  next  few  months  probably  v/ill  be  about  normal.  Market 
prices,  reflecting  the  smrill  supplies  available  in  recent  weeks,  have 
held  at  high  levels. 
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CITRUS  FRUITS 

Prospective  production  of  winter  and  spring  varieties  of  oranges  from 
the  bloom  of  1939  is  indicated  to  total  ^6,^  million  boxes  as  of  March  1. 
This  is  a  slight  reduction  froa  the  indication  a  month  earlier,  and  the  total 
crop  compares  with  55.6  million  boxes  produced  from  the  blojm  of  193^.  The 
reduction  occurred  in  Florida  \7her0  the  Valencia  crop  was  reduced  2  million 
boxes  from  a  month  earlier  to  7  aillion.    Prospective  production  of  the  Cal- 
ifornia navel  crop  v/as  increased  from  I6.I  million  to  17.^  million  boxes. 
With  the  Florida  Valencia  crop  (the  marketings  of  vhich  extend  from  March 
to  June)  indicated  at  about  6  million  boxes  loss  thxi  a  yo.ar  earlier  and 
the  California  navel  crop  slightly  smaller,  the  prospect  is  that  market  sup- 
plies of  oraiigos  diiring  the  next  2  or  3  months  will  be  at  least  one-third 
smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1939-    The  California  Valencia 
crop,  v/hich  is  marketed  from  June  to  October,  is  indicated  to  be  only  slight- 
ly larger  than  tho;t  of  ln.st  year.    On  this  basis,  market  supplies  of  oranges 
for  the  summer  months  probohly  v.dll  be  little  different  from,  those  of  last 
summer.    The  grapefruit  and  lemon  situation  showed  no  change  during  the 
last  month. 

Citrus  prices  at  ouction  markets  declined  in  recent  -^eeks  from  the 
levels  attained  immediately  follo-dng  the  late  January  freeze  in  Florida 
and  Texas.     Prices  in  early  March  averaged  sub sta:iti -ally  lo"'er  than  in 
early  February,  and  California  citrus  avercaged  lov/er  thoza  in  oorly  March 
a  year  ago.    Prices  of  Florida  oranges  and  grapefruit  held  to  higher  levels 
than  a  year  earlier,  largelj"-  because  of  the  sharp  reduction  in  supplies 
available  in  that  area. 

APPLES 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  apples  on  Mo^rch  1  totaled  1^.^4  million 
bushels,  or  slightly  loss  than  those  of  a  year  earlier  ar.d  a-bout  1,6  mil- 
lion bushels  less  than  the  average  for  March  1.    March  1  holdir^s  indicate 
that  the  out-of -storage  movement  during  February  totaled  5^9  nillion  bushels, 
slightly  more  than  the  5.6  million  bushels  moved  out  in  February  1939 
slightly  less  than  the  1935-39  average  for  Fcbru-ary  of  6.2  million  bushels. 
Since  exports  of  fresh  apples  in  February  I5U0  were  very  small  as  comp;-ired 
vdth  the  1.2  million  bushels  exported  in  Febniciry  1939,  "t.he  increase  in  the 
sales  of  fresh  apples  in  February  this  year  in  domestic  markets  v/as  m-uch 
larger  than  the  total  out-of-storage  movement  indicates.     It  is  not  unliksly 
that  in  February  this  year  about  one-third  more  apples  wore  absorbed  by 
domestic  markets  (including  relief  distribution  by  the  Federal  Surplus 
Commodities  Corporation  of  1,060,000  bushels)  than  in  February  1939" 

The  effect  of  this  larger  movement  on  market  prices  was  offset  to 
some  extent  by  improved  demand  conditions  this  season  as  compared  with  last 
and  by  the  purchases  for  relief  distribution  by  the  Federal  Surplus  Com- 
modities Corporation,    Prices  of  western  e^pples  in  auction  markets  averaged 
generally  higher  in  Febnaary  than  in  January  and   "ere  slightly  higher  than 
a  year  earlier  in  early  March.    llTiolesale  market  prices  of  eastern  and 
mid'.-estern  apples  also  advanced  in  recent  weeks.    This  upward  movement  of 
prices  is  o-  normal  seasonal  trend. 
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-  PEAHS 

Stocks  of  peers  totaled  ^30,000  boxes  on  March  1  conpared  v/ith. 
5^6,000  boxes  a  year  earlier  and  5-7^-'-^  average  M.?a"ch  1  holdings  of 
37^,000  boxes.    Approxioately  271,000  boxes  were  noved  out  of  storage 
Qurir_g  Febraary  compared  v;ith  333,000  boxes  in  Febraarj-  1939 •    Ii'^  "the  lat- 
ter period  exports  of  about  i^-3,000  boxes  left  290,000  boxes  for  donestic 
markets.    Thus,  even  if  one  assunes  that  thore  -^ere  no  ex-orts  at  all  in 
Febraary  19^,  the  absorption  of  donestic  pears  in  the  dcaectic  narket 
v;as  obviously  loss  than  in  Febiniary  1939* 

As  a  result  of  this  snaller  out-of-storoge  rjovenent,  together  --/ith 
sonev/hat  inproved  denaiad  conditions  over  o.  year  earlier,  auction  narket 
prices  of  pears  rose  sharply  in  Fobriaary  and  in  early  Mai"ch  averaged 
slightly  higher  than  a  yeor  earlier.     Sales  of  Argentine  pe.?j:'s  at  Nev; 
York  City  duri^ig  February  -/ere  so:ae-:vhat  heavier  than  a  year  earlier,  hO'T- 
ever,  and  auction  prices  of  these  inported  pears  in  early  I'arch  averaged 
slightly  lo'ver  than  in  early  M^arch  1939'     I"^  is  indicated  that  approxi- 
mately 175,000  boxes  '"ill  be  imported  this  season  cas  conp<arcd  '"ith  97,000 
boxes  last  season, 

STRAFffiSPfllSS 

Production  of  early  strar/berrios  is  indicated  to  total  2,27^,000 
crates  this  season  as  corriored  vdth  2,602,000  crates  in  1939  cu'^-^  the  re- 
cent lO-yeor  average  of  2,321,000  crates.    UrJ"avorable  \7eather  has  severe- 
ly reduced  the  early  harvest  in  Florida,  but  the  set  of  fruit  since  the 
late  Jaiiuary  freeze  v/as  good  and  the  crop  has  nade  rapid  progress.  Ship- 
Dents  in  volume  will  move  out  In  Irte  March.     Crop  development  in  the 
other  southern  States,  although  a  little  later  thmi  usual,  is  making  rapid 
progress.     It  appeoxs,  therefore,  that  narket  supplies  of  stra'^berries  in 
April  will  be  about  as  large  o.s  they  wore  last  year. 

Conditions  in  Liisscuri,  Illinois,  and  Terjiosseo  are  only  fair  be- 
cause of  the  drought  last  summer  and  fall,  and  tncre  has  been  some  v/inter- 
kill.    In  North  Oarolin-a,  strawberries  ore  in  excellent  condition.  The 
acreage  in  the  second  early  group  of  States  is  indicated  to  total  U7,900 
acres,  or  3  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier.    In  the  intermediate  States 
the  acre.a;;;e  totals  53,300  acres,  or  an  increase  of  about  U  percent. 
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SPSCIAL.  FREEZE  DAIvIAGS  REPORT,  ISSUED  BY 
AGRICULTURAL  MARICSTING  SERVICE, 
FSBRU^uRY  20  ,  -  I9U0 

Although  it  is  still  too  early  to  cieteraino  the  full  extent  of  freeze 
danage  to  the  I9H0  peach  crop,  it  now  cippoars  that  the  cold  wave  of  late  Xan- 
uary  reduced  prospects  drastically  in  Oha.0,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Missouri, 
southwestern  Michi^^an,  and  the  extreme  northv/est  -portion  of  Arkansa.s.  Trees 
in  these  States  r/ore  not  'seriously  injured,  however.    No  appreciable  losses 
are  believed  to  have  occurred  in  other  areas. 

In  Ohio ,  daoa.'ie  v;as  extremely  severe  in  all  sections  except  in  sone 
parts  of  the  important  connercial  area  in  Ottawa  Count;'*,  on  Loire  Erie,  'where 
a  portion  of  the  Elberta  crop  appears  to  have  survived.     Damage  probably  was 
somewhat  less  severe  in  some  of  the  Ohio  River  counties  thcai  in  other  parts 
of  the  State.    In  the  important  commercial  areas  of  southern  Illinois  and 
Indiana,      widespread  damone  occurred,  and  in  many  sections,  the  crop  is  be- 
lieved to  be  almost  a  complete  loss.    Minimum  temperatures  ranging;  from  11  to 
16  degrees  below  zero  were  reported  in  these  areas,  and  sub-zero  temperatures 
prevailed  for  several  days.    Extensive  damage  also  occurred  in  nearly  all 
parts  of  Missouri,  but  v.^as  rola,tively  less  severe  in  the  extreme  southeast 
portion  of  the  State.    In  many  orchards,  it  is  believed  that  nearly  all  buds 
have  been  killed. 

In  southwestern  Mi  chigan,  extensive  d.omage  occurred  in  the  ea,storn  por- 
tion of  Berrien  County  end  adjacent  aren,s,  v/here  minimum  temperatures  ranged 
from  15  to  IS  degrees  belov/  zero.     Damage  to  the  Hale  and  Elberta  varieties 
was  especially  severe.    I.iany  growers  in  this  section  report  that  buds  of 
these  varieties  have  neojrly  all  been  killed.     In  orchards  in  the  western  part 
of  the  country,  which  are  relatively  close  to  Lake  Michigan,  and  in  other 
commercial  peach  counties  along  Lake  Michigan,  buds  suffered  only  slight  in- 
jury. 

In  most  sections  of  the  ten  early  southern  poach  States,  no  d^omage  oc- 
curred, due  chiefly  t^  the  fact  that  the  buds  were  completely  dormant  in  most 
localities  because  of  relatively  low  temiperatures  which  prevailed  during  the 
fall  and  early  winter  months.    In  Georgia,  trees  entered  the  doraai:it  period 
v/ith  a  la,rger-thcC'±-averacc  set  of  buds,  and  present  prospects  in  that  State 
are  favorable.     Arkcaisas  peach  r;rospects  v/ore  not  materially  reduced  by  the 
freeze  except  in  the  extreme  northwest  portion  of  the  State,  where  consider- 
able damage  occurred.    In  man.y  orchards  in  the  Nashville-Highland,  Clorksville, 
and  Cro^'ley  Ridge  areas,  the  loss  of  buds  from  the  lev;  temperatures  probably 
v/ill  result  merely  in  a  good  thinning.     Damage  v/as  not  severe  in  Texas  except 
in  the  extreme  northern  counties  north  and  northeast  of  Dallas,  v;here  a  sub- 
stantial reduction  in  prospects  is  reported.     A  fair  crop  is  in  prospect  in 
the  important  corimer-cio.l  ajrea  in  east  Texas.     Commercial  orchards  in  the 
Fredericksburg  area  west  of  Austin  were  not  damaged. 

No  serious  damage  is  reported  in  Tennessee ,  Alabama,  Mississippi , 
Louisiana,  Olglahoma,  or  in  any  of  the  Northeastern  or  Middle  Atlantic  States.
